WAS QLAD TO GO.

In this letter Mre, Notson sald that she
was glad to leave this world, and that for
the past three and one-half years she had
struggled against adversity, as serious [lness

. and other reverses had kept her In debt until
ahe had wearled of the unequal struggle and
bad given up all hope.

'S Sho sald that she had made some serlous

mistakes last fall by leaving her school

work to do work for a publisiiing house
and engage In polities. She sald that she

had riskod all that she had and had lost.
Mra. Noteon sald that sks had tried to man-
age well, but that sinee August 1, she had
risked too much, had banked on uncertaln-
ties and had been left. She sald that she
could have discharged her indebtedness in
four or five years, but that her creditors
had shown no inclination to be lenlent with
her. Bhe asked God to forgive her the dread-
ful step she was about to take, and sald
that she was weary of life and would take
hor darling cohildren with her, rather than
leave them to the mercles of a cold world,
- She thanked the friends who liad helped her
"" and hoped that no one would suffer because
of her rash act. Bhe asked forgivgness, and
dated the letter at 8 o'clock Friday evening.

The Informant of The Bee sald that all of

. the papors had been torped over to John
Rush, who would follow out the woman's
last wishes. He has her last will and testa-
ment, which she made several months ago,
Just before submitting to a dangerous surgl-

TREATIEN ON THE WAY,

Congress Hampered in an Effort to Legis-
Inta for Indian Territery.
WASHINGTON, Imwe, 16 =Discussing the

probabilitien of legislation for a change In’|

the government of the filve clvilized tribes
of Indians, Representative Wheeler, chalr-
man of the houss committes on territories,
said: "“On Docember 15, 1583, In discussing
the hill for the admis=ion of New Mexico,
I read from the treatios of 18356 nnd 156
thy clauses which guarantee that no portion
of Indisn territory should ever e embraced

oF Included within or annexed to any terri- | o

ary of state, nor shall either, or any part of
elther, ever ba erocted into a territory with-
ot the full and free congent of the legisin-
tive authority of the tribe owning the same,

“"The sixth ariicle of the treaty of 1836
provided that the Indians should be ‘pro-
tected mgninst Interruption or Intrusion from
citizena of the United States who may al-
tompt to setilea In the country.' In raoply Lo
the proposition then made to violate thess
treaties, I ealled attention to the law which
was enacted on the 3rd of March, 1883, which
provided for a commission to negotiate with
tha five Indlan tribes for the purposs af the
extinguishment of the national or tribal title
to thelr lands, with a ¥lew to the ultimate
creation of a state of union with the terrl-
tory now occupled by the sald tribes of In-
dinna,

“I stated that this commission had beon
appointéd and was procepding to negotlate
with these Indlan tribes, and I expressed
the opinfon that we ought not to take any
aotion by congress untll the commission had
exhausted every effort 1o negotlate with
these Indians in the spirit of the law by
which the commlission was ereated, The
commission has been negotiating now: for
a full year, and 1 regret to say It has not
sueceeded In amloably agredlng on some
plana by which the land should be allotted
In sevoralty and a territory established with
n government similar to those enjoyed by
the people of other terrltories. 1 still hope
this deslrable purpose may be consummated,
for It la very elear from the evidence wa
now have of the condition of that country
that wunless some amicable agréement s
renched congress will be compelled to pro-
ceed to act according to Its best judgment
with regard to the five civilized tribes. The
trenties have virtunlly all been abrogated
by force of elrcumstances und by the ac-
tions of the Indiuns themselves. They are
bounded on all sides by states or territorles
and they have themselves, by ennctment of
thelr councils, invited white men Into their
territories, until they now number four or
five men to one Indinn.*

EVIDENCE OF SOUNDNESS OF CATTLE

Charles W. Haker Shows Up tho Absurdity
of the German Complaint
CHICAGO, Dec, 15.—In reply to the in-
quiry as to what reliance Is to be placed In
the charges that the meat inspection of the
United Sioates is Inadequate, and that the
Imposition of restrictions was made In con-
sequence, Mrp. Charles W. Baker, secrglary
of the Natlonal Live Stock exchange, says
that he Is authorlged to say by others In a
position best to know that the governmental
Inspection” of ilvé stock and meéat products
for exportation s up to a very high standard,
and is more thorough than ever before
known. The following extracts taken from
the report of the secrctary of agriculturs for
1804 show what Is belng accomplished. “The
most effective work rendered by the depart-
ment of animal Industry to the commerclal
Interests of this country during the past fiscal
yoar has been In the Inspection of meat for
the export and Interstate trade. At forly-
six abbatoirs situated In seventeen citles
the number of animals Inspected has in-
creased from 4. 486,683 in 1803 to 12,944,066
in 1804, The amount of pork microscoplenlly
examined for export during the year was
46,487,937 poupds, but In the year 1503 it
wis only 20,677,410 pounds; In.1804 1,372,410
ploces from as many different carcasses have
been microscopleally examined under the

direction of this hureau.

Governmental Inspection of live stock Is
A0 satisfactory to the forelgn Insuranee com-
panies, who Insure agalnst mortality, that
they have reduded thelr premiums on cattle
ns follows: Flye years ago it was' $10 per
head; three years ago, $6 per head; two years
ago, $1.80 per head. Now such Inktirance Is
placed in foreign companles at 62% cents to
76 cents per hend. The risk from common
causes |8 now the same as it was five years
ago, consequently this reductlon by forelgn
companieg In the premlum Is owing to the
impartial, systemnatie, sclentific, " thorough
governmental inspection, which precludes the
possibllity of shipping any but perfectly
healthy stock.

Ifor the past five years there has never
been & pound of animal food product that
hus been inspected by our goverdment re-
jected by any foreign country until o week
ago last Monday, when Germany claimed to
have found trichinae in our pork. Live cat-
tle mlso have been exported after Inspection,
and have been of such a high standard as to
quality and health that no anlmal has been
rejected by all the foreign governmenlts until
o few weeks ago, when Germany pretended
to find Texas fever among -some cattle,
Texas fever has not been known among our
cattle for many years.

W. A. Adams. ‘Three weeks ngo he met
the same crowd several miles from Tilton
for the purpoge of electing ofMcers, The
oMeera elected were: Charles Brown, cap-
taln; W, L. Brown, Teutenant, and Green
Tredway, Rufus Greer, W. G. Grlggs and
Frank Morgab, relerees, All of these men
were present at the meeting, and W, L.
Brown, a Methodist preacher, waa also prea-
ent. In talklog with other men in Whit-
fleld county he found that they were mem-
bers. The witness then told the courl
that Green Tredway and Mr. Paul Trammel,
United States revenus collector for the
Northern -distriet of Qeorgla, Mr. Trammel
Starr, state senator from that distriet, Rep-
resentative Longley, Mr. Martin of the firm
of Jones & Marlln, lawyers, and Mr. John
Black, mayor of Dalton, were members of
the organdzation and would protect any of
them who got Into trouble or were in the
stale courts.
